in the 4th of March last a Despatch was received 
from M. Rocnenovant, the Minister for France, to 
the effect that a reduction in the duty on watches 
and clocks was considered desirable by the French 
Forvign Office in view of the decadence of that branch 
of commerce and the smuggling caused by the pre- 
ont rate of duty being too high. 

As if. ncemed that a red es wonld be 
preferable to laxity of collection, the Yamen wrote to 
tho French Minieter to enquire whether he could aug- 











revenue] and they were subsequently furnished with 
a copy of regulations to that end as proposed [by MM, 
Rocuenovart.] 

The Yamen finds that by the French Tariff the Im- 
port duty on clocks is fixed at 5 per cent ad valorem, 
that on watches at the rate of one tacl per pair. It 
is now decided to make the5 per cent ad valorem duty 
the rule in both cases. Stringent provisions for the 
prevention of smuggling have also been adopted. Theso 
arrangements appear complete, and it is proposed to 
consider theseynew Rules as taking effect from the 
llth May next,

Clocks and Watches shall alike pay an Import Duty 
of Five per cent ad valorem... . 

When reporting their consignments, and in addition 
to stating their values, merchants are required to de- 
posit at the Customs a list containing makers’ names 
and the number borne by each watch or clock import+ 
ed, in order to future identification. 

The Customs will, besides, impress on esch watch 
or clock an official mark as a proof of payment of duty, 
and any attempt to counterfeit such mark will expose 
the goods to confiscation by the Customs, and the of- 
fender to the severest punisbinent the laws authorise 
those having jurisdiction to inflict. 

‘Watches ani,Clocks that have been thus duly regis» 
tered, will hereafter be entitled to Drawbacks if sent 
to any foreign country, and to Exemption Certifica- 
tes if taken to other treaty ports. 

Watches and Clocks exposed for sale in shops or 
about to be shipped from any Port, if discovered to 
be still unregistered, ‘ill be liable fo seizure and con 
fiscation by the Customs, in accordance with the rules 
and practice affecting amuggled goods at the treaty 
ports generally. 

Whenever a merchant’s valuation happens to bo 
disputed by the Customs, it shall be optional with 
the Customs to accept that valuation or to purchase 
the goods in dispute, paying for them the value ori- 
ginally set on them by the importer. 

The Watches and Clocks that are now 
will be regarded as having paid Import Duty ; they, 
however are required to be registered st the Customs 
whithin eix months from this di On the expiration 
of the time thus specified, Drawbacks and Exemption 
Certificates will be refused to be issued to such as 
then remain still unregistered, and any such unregis- 
tered Watches or Clocks found ex; for sale, or 
prepared for re-export will be liable to seizure and 
contiscation by the Customs,

‘Wirn the solitary exception of the great public 
meeting held in this settlement in the 11th July 
-1854, at which the basis of municipal govern- 
ment was finally settled, we can call to mind no 
assemblage in Shanghai so important as that of 
the Chamber of Commerce last week. The de- 
liberations are worthy of special notice, not only 
on account of the mignitule of the questions 
raised, and the mass of information upeu all the 
topics which the various speakers had collected 
and arranged, but also on account of the picture 
they afford of foreigners endeavouring to act to- 
gether for the common i: Tt is bout sel. 
dom that half a dozen merely: n be got to 
think alike upon any great mercantile matter. 
Individual interests clash with the proposals 
made for the benefit of all, and thus instead of 
shewing an“ undivided front to the Chinese 
when extortion is the order of the day, 
ply in ourselves the most e: 
defeat—disunion. In this 
take examp'e by the natives who on every occa 
sion that seems to «all for suc measure com- 
bine into societies, the members of which will 
not act independently of one another, ‘There is 
hardly a branch of trade that has not suffered 
severely from this unwillingness on the part of 
foreigners to act together, and many 1 
houses have suffered deeply from injuries which 
could nothave been inflicted upon them had they 
formed part of a mercantile phalanx properly 
orgunised. But in the report of the last meet- 
ing of the Clumber of Commerce we flatter 
ourselves that we find indications of a more 
liberal and a safer policy. ‘The influences exert- 
ed upon trade were discussed rather than the 
influences exerted upon special branches of it 
- as affecting individual hunses, and 
endeavoured to contribute the v: 
of his experience for the good ofall. Hence the 
weighty urguiuents adduced against the present 
iniquitous system of transit dues, and the com- 
parative levies on native coast trade in foreign 
vessels and in Chinese craft. ‘These two were 
the most important topics discussed. ‘The 
former we commented upon last week, and we 
would now merely notice a strong 
which at the time escaped us. The question of 
juland residence is one which few who read the 
treaty merely by the light of common sense ean 
have little doubt about. But us is well known 
an official interpretation | n placed upon 
the permissive chunse, w ders it nugatory. 
Residence being forbidden it is impossiile to 
establish foreizn agencies for the sale of zoods 
in the consuming districts, and for v 
sons native ageucies at any distance from the 
coast are out of the question. Uniess therefore 
the transit pass covers the goods “from o 
of the empire to the other,” no matter i 
hands they may be, the regulation affe 
transit dues is useless. We know that so soon

as goods are in Chinese hands and fac from for- 
eign protection the ollicials may make wiat 
levies they please, and that these levies are nc. 
tually taken out of the pockets of the foreign 
sellers. ‘There is no question of meeting corrap- 
tion hy corruption. ‘The transit pass goes with 
the goods and protects them, no tnatter whose 
the ownership, and this is the only alternative 
forcign merchants to reside and 
trade in the interior, To us it appears that 
the granting or “selling” of a transit pass to a 
Chinaman is no wrong to the Government. 
The wrong would lie in a foreigner attempting 
to sell foreign goods to a native without giving 
him the advantage of the protection which at- 
tends those goods until they reach their destina- 
tion. OF course these remarks apply in no sense 
ta goods not bond fide constituents of foreign 
h the ‘Tientsin treaty makes no 
n on this subject.

hands. To this end what have we not forced 
on the Chinese, in the way of advantages to 
ourselves? In a general way, sensible people, 
whether engaged in trade or not, will rec 
such statements with reservation. But there 
ure thousands, nay millions in England and 
America, who will implicitly believe these mis- 
representations, will combine them with the 
reports of discouragement offered here to indis- 
crect missionary enterprise, and will in conse- 
quence endorse the Duke of Somerset's unjusti- 
fiable and unstatesmanlike remarks. Tt tnay not 
matter very much in practice, but it will not be 
pleasant to find ourselves suspected on our re- 
turn home of some moral contagion derived from 
the sink of iniquity we shall have left. In this 
matter of seeking exorbitant advantages over 
the Chinese what is really the fact? Mr. John- 
son answers with the utmost plainness. Oa 
Nankeeus shipped in a foreign bottom from one 
Chinese port to another the revenue charges are 
just six and abalf times greater than if the goods 
were shipped in a native craft, So with silk 
piece gouds, the foreign Customs charge very 
nearly five times, and. in_case of miscellaneous 
cargoes just twenty times the rates levied on the 
Here then is the truth regarding the 
of the junk trade” in consequence of for- 
reign competition, which has furnished pabulum 
for so many righteously indiguant articles. 
With such facts it is not difficult to account for 
the falling off in the coast trade in foreign bot- 
toms, which has represented no inconsiderable 
are of foreign mercantile interests in China. 
The tyith is that the Chinese have been 
treated With a consideration which would never 
have been accorded to a strong and civilised na- 
tion. We have respected their weakness, and 
have desired to avoid claiming rights justly our 
own lest we should appear to take advantage of 
the helplessness of the Empire.

Gesrtestes,—L have to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 25th March, representing the dif- 
ficulty of paying duty on Silk before shipment on 
Mail days, and requesting me to return to tho old 
system of ‘accepting guarantees so far as Sill shipped 
by Mail Steamers is concerned. 

Tam fully disposed to recognise the difficulty you 
point out, but I would at the same time remark that 
under the old system it took a good deal of time and 
caused the Customs and Steamer consignecs some 
trouble to get the duties in ; that since the opening of 
a branch of the bank in the Custom Houso the pay- 
ment of duties can be effected in a few minutes wore 
than the time required to stamp the shipping order, 
‘aud that (could if necessary keep the office open after 
4 o'clock on Mail days. 

I shall feel obliged if you will give these points your 
consideration, and as the chango in the manner of 
paying Export duties was made in accordance with 
the views of the Chamber of Commerce should be 
glad, with your consent, to obtain the opinion.

Str,—We have to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of 27th ult., in reply to ours of 25th idem, in_ which, 
at the request of the Silk Shippers of the Port, we 
asked you to revise the Customs’ Notification No. 77 
of 25th January, 1869, in so far as it affected the 
payment of duties on Silk shipped per Mail Steamers, 
pit a view to return to the system previously in 

force, 

You place before us the following points for consi- 
deration. 

Firstly : that the old system took = great deat of 
time and caused the Customs and Steamer Consignees 
some trouble to get duties in. 

Secondly : that, since the opening of the branch af the 
Bank in the Custom House, the payment of duties can 
be effected in a very few minutes more than the time 
occupied in stamping the shipping orders. 

Thirdly: that you could, if necessary, keep the office 
open after 4 o'clock p.at, on Mail days. 

. Inreply to the first point.--Under the old system 
‘every description of cargo was includedin the guar- 
antee given by the Consigness of the ship, whilst the 
exception we sak for would apply to Silk shippers by 




















the Mail Steamers only. Ax to loss of time and any 
trouble to Steamer Consignees in oollecting daties, we 
have only to rofer yon to the correspondence with the 
English and French Mail Steainer Agents, copies 
which wo have already handed you, to shew their per- 
fect willingness to return to the old system. To ob- 
viate any inconvenience or delay to thr Caxtoms, wo 
would propose that Silk shippers, desiroun to avall 
theiselves of the privilege, should, in applying for the 
Permit to ship, add their guaranteo for due payment 
of duty within three days after the departare of the 
Steamer, 
In answer to your second—Experience, since the new 
i been in force, shews that, notwithstanding 
ies offered by the Branch Bank, much incon- 
venience and delay has heen felt even during the pre- 
sent slack season, several instances having been 
brought to our knowledge—some even as late as last 


Mail. 

Your third proposal is, that the office should be 
kept open after the usual hours on Mail days. We 
wish particularly to remind you that the object of our 
application is merely to obviate the difficulties experi- 
enced under exceptional circumstances to pay the duty _ 
before shipment ; therefore, the later hours would en- 
tail unnecessary trouble te your staff. 

Should you see fit to meet our views, we will impreas 
upon the Silk shippers, whose representatives we are, 
the desirability of taking advantage of the facility 
granted as seldom as possible and only when circum- 
stances render it necessary. 

‘As our proceedings are to be placed before the 
Chamber of Commerce for their information, your 
communicating with them on this subject would be in 
perfect accordance with our wishes

The Cuainman had spoken to several members 
of the Chamber on the subject, and the difference 
of opinion was against the Committee, and for 
his own part he thought the present system the 
moresatisfactory. It would be .very inconvenient 
to have documents brought to be signed at eight 
o'clock at night. Business ought to be confined 
here, as inull other parts of the world, to certain 
hours, 

Mr. Hevsttno said the present system gave 
rise toa great deal of trouble. Hf they had orders 
to buy they could not refuse even if offered at 
the eleventh hour. The old system worked well, 
and the Chineso naturally object to hand over 
the duty receipt till the silk 1s weighed, which 
cannot always be done at once. ‘The inconven- 
ience applies mostly to public inspectors. 

Mr. Hays said it must be remembered in this 
connection that Mr. Dick had been asked tosug- 
gest a means of avoiding the guarantee, and the 
Chamber had proposed the payment of duties be- 
fore shipment, and this after careful considera- 
tion, sé that they cannot well retract. The Chamber 
made the proposition and the Cummissiouer met 
it. and therefore they onght not to withdraw from 
what they themselves had recommended. 

The Ciaran remarked tliat the chop would be 
forthcoming if the Chinese knew that otherwise 
they would not get paid till next mail.

NEWS OF THE WEEK. : 

By the Niger, which arrived on the Sth inst., we re- 
ceived the following Telegrams extending to the 14th 
ulto., brought on by the Clan Alpine from Calcutta. 

Great Brrrax.—London, April Sth.—In the House 
of Commons jast night, Mr. Lowe mado the annual 
Gnancial statement. The actual receipts for tho Jast 
year amount to £72 592.000. The revenue for this 
year is estimated at £72,355,000 ; and the expenditure, 
exclusive of the exp ini 
is put down at 265,272,000, showing a surplu 
£4,632,000. The whole expense of the Abyssinian 
Expedition is under nine millions. The actual expense 
in India was £6,830,000. Upwards of four millions of 
the Abyssinian expenditure still remain to be covered, 
and it miht, therefore, be necessary to impose a new 
tax. Mr. Lowe proposes a reforin in the mode of col-. 
lecting the taxes, to commence in 1870, The taxes 
will be collected’ by excise officers once yearly, This 
plan will result in a gain to the revenue of £3,350, 
which, after adding the surplus of £4,632,000, aud 
deducting £4,600,000, there will remain a surplus of 
£3,352,000. Mr.’ Lowe proposes to deduct one penny: 
from the Income Tax, and to repeal the duties on 
corn, fire insurance. and hair powder, and to reduce 
several others. ‘The Nawab of Bengal has been re- 
ceived by the Emperor Napoleon, Farther Agrarian 
outrages have taken place in Ireland.

At Yung-low-loong, the Tea leaf has been 
Lought at 400 to 420 cash per catty, equal to about 26 
taels in Hankow. At Nip-ka-se, the prices were 320 
tu 340 cash, equal to 22 to 23 taels, From tho 
Onfa country no news has been received. Musters 
were expected at Hankow about the 20th instant. 

Newcnwaso.—A correspondent of the Daily News 
writes :—We have not heard anything about the Vorea 
heing opened, and I hope people will not be induced to 
ship goods on the strength of the rumour you mention ; - 
asthe stock of Grey Shirtings left from Inst year is 
nearly all on hand yet ; and holders eanuot yet more 
than Tis. 2.26 to Ils. 2.39. The Sophie und Hellen, 
which vessel was aground on West bank, has come into 
port—and is luading for Hongkong. An English 3m. 
schooner is ashore. Boats have been seut to ber assis- 
tance. The Kiushiu which takes this letter is loaded 
with beaneake from the steam factory, 

Hoxckoxc.—From the Daily Press we learn that 
the pirates around the Island of Hainan have Jat- 
terly been giving so much trouble, that the Chinese 
gunboats are altogether incapable of coping with them, 
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ind. it is understood that the Commodore intends 
ihortly despatching the gunboat Bouncer to the Gulf 
of Tonkin, at which place several piracies have occur- 
red, with a view tocapturing the marauders, and it 
nay bé hoped she will succeed in clearing them from 
that part of the coast. 

The same paper state that a translation of the 
speech of the Duke of Somerset, on the subject 
of Missionary Jabours in China, having appeared 
in the Chinese newspapers, several well informed 
natives have expressed very great surprise at the 
sentiments it contains, and have pointedly asked 
whether His Grace is a Christian. The idea that Mis- 
sionaries, and @ fortiori, ordinary travellers, in the in- 
terior of the country will not receive the protection of 
their Government, is gaining ground, and by an easy 
transition, the popular belief has become that the Chi- 
nese Mandarins have told the foreigners that they will 
not allow any Enropeans in future away from the 
Treaty ports; or, in other words, that the common 
people are at liberty to insult or attack them up the 
country. More mob riots may, therefore, be looked 
for.

THE LATE MR, DOUGLAS LAPRAIK, 
(Hongkong Daily Press.) 

The mail jist in confirms the melancholy intelligence 
Drought some time ago by “telegram, of the death of 
the above named gentleman, the oldest resident in this 
Colony; and a few details concerning his career will 
doubtless he acceptable. He was born in London, in 
tho year 1$17, avd came out to China in 1839, at first 
residing at Macao, where, for a few y 
sistant to Mr. Ju iu the watchmaking and chrono- 
meter business. When the principal British 
leit Macao, inorder permanently toreside at Hongkony. 
he also cane to this Colony, and since the year 1$42 
has identitied himself with its progress. 

Many ofthe yearly settlers will bear testimony to 
his urbanity, kinluess of heart, and cordial friendship, 
Very often cases involving large interests have heen 
Jeft to his arbitrament; and on one occasion, when one 
party selected the then Attorney-General, now Chief- 
Justice, Smale, and the other Mr. Lapraik, the former 
passed the handsome compliment of declaring that the 
matter could he settled without difficulty. as he con- 
sidered Mr, Lapraik’s knowledge of the law equal to 
that.df many in the profession. 

Mr, Lupraik’s name will be remembere: in connee- 
tion with the click tower, the clock having been hand- 
somely subscribed towards by 
which, he contributed a very large sum to the 
plexion of the ‘lower, when funds failed. It is 
deed, difficult to name any institution in this Colony 
with regard to which he bas not been am 
Many of those who were young nen in E 
ten or fifteen years back, ‘will remember the interest 
he took in promoting junior Clubs and place of re- 
creation for their benetit. H.s acts of charity had 
no measure; and,: while working his way up to a 
high and influential position, he commanded 60 much 
esteem, that on his leaving China. the Hongkong Com- 
munity paid him the high compliment of inviting him 
to a public dinner to be given in his honour, but this 
he modestly refused. 

He was the founder of the present eminent houso 
which bears hia name, and w ne of steamers, 
Tunning on the coast, stand ne in manage- 
ment, elficiency, and regularity. Tt is to be regretted 
that after his return home, he lived so short a time to 
enjoy the fruits of his long career of industry. Iu the 
year 1867. he married Miss Hearne, daughter of the 
Governor of Carisbrooke Castle, in the Isle of Wight. 
Ris death took plaze on the 24th Mirch at his _resi- 
dence, the  Ouks” Acton, after a lenghtened illness, 
which had some time previous to his death been‘ pro- 
nounced hopeless. He leaves no issue.

Common sense will suggest 
that the mazimum effect of a vess-) will depend upon her 
fuel ; thus, as a period of seven days ix the extreme limit 
of her capacity at full speed, we must be provided with 
coaling stations within that interval, wherever our navy 
is to be most actively employed.
